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rOifflWOED 

The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of  a 
nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsihilit^  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  Iowa  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  tne  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture.     The  r/ear  193S  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversar:/  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Heporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  a  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  "been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,  commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
State  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.    Little  has  "been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  co^-mty  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  l\Forman  Y.  Strand, 
State-wide  Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  "the  Work  Projects  Administration.  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  material  for  Tables  27  and  25. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  reports     Selected  ds.ta  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  .Agricultural  Experiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
tnis  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tax  officials 
wno  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  complete.

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IOWA.  AGRICULTimAL  STATISTICS  -  LYON  COUNTY 

Lyon  County  was  established  on  January  15  ,  IS5I,  under  the  name  of  B-uncomQe, 
after  an  officer  of  the  Revolutionary  War.     It  retained  this  name  until  1862 
when,  at  an  extra  Session  of  the  Assembly,  it  was  changed  to  Lyon  in  honor  of 
General  Nathaniel  Lyon  an  officer  in  the  Civil  ¥ar.  ]^/ 

There  is  also  another  story  reg-xrding  the  selection  of  the  name  Buncomheo 
Governor  Hempstead  suggested,  that  since  members  of  the  Assembly,  in  naming  the 
various  counties  in  the  State,  had  made  so  much  idle  talk  and  made  "bunccmbe" 
to  appease  their  constituents ,  it  would  be  very  appropriate  to  name  this  county 
Buncombe.    The  suggestion  mot  with  instant  favor  and  the  name  was  adopted.  2/ 

The  first  white  man  wiio  built  a.  cabin  within  the  limits  of  the  county  was 
Daniel  McLaren,  a  hunter  and  trapper.    ^/    Settlement  began  in  earnest  in  1Sd6, 
when  Lev7is  P.  Hyde  of  Minnesota  took  a  claim  on  the  Big  Sioux  U:o  miles  below 
where  Beloit  now  stands.    He  was  followed  by  Cle  and  Halver  Nelson  of  Clayton 
County,  who  brought  a  colony  and  settled  near  the  Big  Sioux.  U/ 

The  county  v/as  formally  organized  on  January  1,  I872         and  the  co^onty- 
seat  was  located  at  Rock  Rapids,  6/ 

The  settlement  of  the  county  was  retarded  by  the  Indian  menace  and  the 
operations  of  unscrupulous  land  speculators,     As  late  as  ISJO  there  Virere  but 
221  inhabitants  in  the  county.    However,  the  population  gre¥/  quite  rapidly 
after  the  advent  of  the  railroads  in  iSfS,    Two  roads  entered  the  county  in 
that  year,  the  Sioux  City  and  Pembin-a  Road,  now  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St, 
Paul,  and  an  extension  of  the  St.  Paul  rnd  Sioux  City  Road,  now  the  Rock 
Island.  7/ 

Many  settlers  planted  large  numbers  of  trees  in  order  to  obtain  tax  ex- 
emption on  their  land  for  a  time.  Larchwood  was  named  by  J,  W.  Pell  who  set 
out  more  than  100,000  fruit  and  forest  trees  in  I87O.  8/ 

C-itchi  Manitou  State  Park  is  in  the  extreme  northwest  part  of  the  county. 
There  are  remains  of  the  ancient  moundbuilders  in  the  vicinitj^  of  the  mouth  of 
Blood  Run  Creek,  and  Indian  burial  mounds  are  near  Doon«     There  are  also  exten- 
sive quarries  of  Sioux  quartzite,  the  hardest .stone  in  Iowa,  in  the  county.

Lyon  County  has  an  area  of  5^2  square  miles  _9 / .  or  372,^80  acres.     Of  this

10/    There  are  IS  toTOships  in  the 
county  and  it  ranks  twenty- third  in  point  of  size  in  the  State.     It  has  the 
same  area  as  Polk  County. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Lyon  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to  their 
origin  and  location;     namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  hot  torn-land., 
The  drift  soils  cover  9.8  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Clarion 
loams — 9*1  percent,  and  Dickinson  fine  sandy  loam — 0,7  percent.    The  loess 
soils  cover  72. U  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into  three  phases  of  the 
Marshall  silt  loam.    The  terrace  soils  cover  f .S  percent  of  the  area  and  are 
divided  into  Waukesha  silt  loam — 5*0  percent,  Sioux  loam — 1,3  percent,  Judson 
silt  loam — O.7  percent,  and  Bremer  loams — 0.8  percent.     The  swamp  and  "bottom- 
land soils  cover  10,0  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Lamoure  silt 
loams — beO  percent,  Wahash  loams — 3 '5  percent,  and  Lamoure  loam — O.5  percent.  11/ 

Topography 

The  surface  of  Lyon  County  is  a  gently  und-ulating  or  rolling  plain  which 
has  "been  considerahly  modified  "by  a  rather  completely  developed  drainage  system. 
In  the  western  part  of  the  county  the  Big  Sioux  has  cut  a  valley  over  200  feet 
helow  the  general  level  of  the  uplrnds.    East  of  this  valley  there  is  a  precip- 
itous, rough,  gullied  slope  extending  "back  o.'bout  three  or  four  miles  hefore 
merging  with  the  rolling  upland  to  tho  oast.     4long  the  Hock  River  end  Little 
Rock  River,  the  bordering  hills  rise  from  60  to  110  feet  above  the  level  of  the 
flat  plains  and  the  sm.ooth  gentle  slopes  are  furrowed  and  gullied  in  places. 
The  upland  area  hetween  tho  Big  Sioux  and  tho  Rock  River  is  gently  rolling  to 
rolling,    yiood  plains  are  well  developed  along  the  smaller  creeks.     The  first 
iDottoms  are  narrow,  with  terraces  hero  and  there  in  the  "bends.    Tho  prevailing- 
si  ope  is  slight  and  is  toward  the  southo    The  drainage  is  effected  "by  tho  Big 
Sioux,  Rock,  and  Little  Rock  rivers  and  their  tri'butaries ,  12/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  27  years  (1903~1930)  ^5*7  degrees.  The 

over-'ge  precipitation  for  22  years  (I9O2-I93O)  "^^^  25»8M-  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  1U5  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  Hay  10  and  October 
2  recorded  from  I903  to  193O.  Ij/ 

Popul at ion 

The  population  grovifth  in  Lyon  County  has  been  steady  with  little  or  no  re- 
gression.   It  has  a  density  of  2b  persons  per  square  mile  as  compared  with  the

In  1930,  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born  or 
mixed  parentage  content  of  Lyon  Co-unty  totaled  9,1S6,  or  60  percent  of  the  total 
population.     Of  this  number,  those  of  German  descent  had  4,181,  the  Ketherlanders 
had  3,085,  and  the  Norwegians  had  937.    Other  nationalities  had  small  represent- 
ations, 18/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  nine  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — four  elevators,  two  creameries  and  three  petroleum  plants. 

4s  a  whole,  they  had  2,135  meiabers,  of  which  1,706  were  active,  and  3,330 
persons  did  business  with  the  nine  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  volume  of  $357,124  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  $241,394  . 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  market 
farm  commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  19/ 

Fruit 

The  peak  year  for  apple  production  was  I9O9  when  12,793  trees  and  a  crop 
of  12,601  bushels  were  reported.     In  1934  there  were  only  6,745  apple  trees 
and  2,805  bushels.     In  I909,  the  record  year  for  plums,  6,038  trees  yielded 
359  bushels.     In  the  same  yes,r,  the  largest  number  of  cherry  trees,  1,157  >■ 
was  recorded,  but  the  largest  number  of  bushels,  ll4,  was  harvested  in  1894.

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  "breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  fol- 
lows:    (1)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage, 
{U)   corn  cut  for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.     A.  total  production  is  given 
for  each  farm  \7hich  includes  onl y  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county 
totals  of  production,  the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  "by  the 
yield  (derived    "by  dividing  total  "bushels  corn  husked  "by  total  acres  husked) 
and  added  to  sij^nniations  of  individual  farm  productions  shown  as  husked.  This 
assumes  that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
ac tuall y  husked . 

In  193^+  sxidi  193^1  "both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  ai'-reage  not  husked  vrere  made  hy  the  State  assessors'  office  "because 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  "best  acreages  for 
husking  an.d  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  ^r^hich  would  have  a  different  and  lower 
yield.    This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  'by  the  acreage 
not  husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  Has  done  "by  counties  only  and  not  by  townships.     The  tovmship 
yields  for  those  two  years,  then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  "based 
only  on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  "bushels  hus'ked.    The  total  corn  acre- 
age is  shown  by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it 
by  the  acreage  snown  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high 
figure.     The  county  summary  ta.ble  figures  for  corn  yield  in  193^  ^xid  193^ 
have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these 
yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  fnere  to  ar- 
rive at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tov.nship  productions  may  be  derived  from 
the  yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been 
assumed  to  be  equal  in  all  \;tilizr.tions «     The  co^::nty  yield  Tnd  to'vnship 
yields  arc,  therefore,  consistent  in  rll  vears  except  193^  "^'^^  193- •

For 
comparability  the  enumerations  made  for  the  base  dates  of  April  1  a.nd  J-une  1  were 
adjusted  to  an  equivalent  January  1  base.     This  adjustment  procedure  places  the 
livestock  data  of  the  above  table  on  the  one  inventory  date  of  January  1. 

The  figures  for  1936,  1937<'193S  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  are 
estimates  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Statistics  of  the  Iowa  Department  of  Ag- 
riculture and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  as~ 
sessors'  figures. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mvJ.es,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last 
four  years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  23  and  com- 
parison with  Dxiese  figures  will  provide  an  estiEate  of  tne  bias  displayed  by  the 
unadjusted  state  farE  assessors'  figures.
